SEcTioN 1. Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and City Conrt and
Cuy Council of Baltimore, That the sum of three cents on  Pour tax.
every hundred dollars worth of assessable property in the city
ol Baltimore, and in like proportion for any greater or less
amount, be and the same 1s hereby levied and imposed for the
year eighteen hundred and forty-one, for the payment of the
salaries of the Associate Judges of Baltimore City Court, and
all the expenses incurred in the administration of justice there-
in, as said expenses shall be ascertained and certified under
the authority of said court.

SEC. 2. Jnd be it enacled and orduined, That the sum of four
and one-half cents on every hundred dollars worth of the same
property, and in like proportion for any less or greater amount,
be and the same is hereby levied and imposed for the year
eighteen hundred and forty-one, tor the purpose of defraying
the expenses of the city poor in the Poor House of Baltimore
city and county, as the said expenses shall be ascertained and
certified by the Trustees of the Poor of Baltimore city and
county—Provided, the said Trustees account annually with
the Mayor and City Council of Baltimore, for the disburse-
ment of all monies received oy them in virtue of their trast
from the Corporation of Baltimore for the use of the poor of
said city.

Stc. 3. Jnd be it further enacted and ordained, That the
taxes hereby imposed shall be collected and paid in the man-
ner prescribed by the laws of the State and ordinance of this
Corporation, and the Register of the city shall pay to the two
Associate Judges of the City Court their salaries, and shall
also pay the expenses of the Court and the expenses of the
city poor, and the several respective officers and persons who
may be entitled to receive the same.

SECTION 1. Be it enacted and ordained by the Mayor and Highway and
Cuy Council of Baltimere, Tnat for the year eighteen hundred Bridge tax,
and forty-one, a direct Tax of two cents shall be and is here-
by laid and imposed on every hundred dollars of all houses
and lands in the city of Baltimore laying without the limits of
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
